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Introduction 


he Ouraysh had set out from Makkah, with an army three 

thousand strong and camped outside Madīnah. The uncle 

of Rasülullah zafi, "Abbās xs, sent a Messenger 
to him, with news of the Ourayshi plan. 


Rasūlullāh Āzsfežš(e held a meeting with the Companions fizāķs 
to decide the best course of action. Some of the Companions 
Akak desired to confront the Quraysh from within Madinah 
whilst others including Hamzah z<éii¢; wanted to face them in the 
open battlefield. 


Rasülullah dzz4deāji entered his quarters and came out donning 
two coats of armour. The decision had been made that the 
Quraysh would be met outside of the city. 


Initially one thousand men marched out of Madinah in the Muslim 
army. ‘Abdullah ibn Ubay, the leader of the hypocrites, deserted 
the Muslim army along with three hundred of his companions. He 
had been against confronting the Quraysh openly and now made 
an excuse to leave. Only seven hundred now remained in the 
Muslim army. 


Rasūlullāh Acsaeaiik positioned his troops so the mountain of 
Uhud was behind them and the city of Madinah ahead of them. 
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Rasūlullāh árak stationed fifty archers on a small mound to 
protect the rear of the Muslim army. They had been given 
instructions not to move from their position, no matter what they 
witnessed. 


As was the tradition, the battle commenced with duels. Each time 
a Qurayshi would come forward, he was defeated. The Qurayshi 
standard fell time after time, only to be taken up by another who 
would again lose his duel. A total of twenty-two duels were won 
by the Muslims. 


Wahshi was an Abyssinian slave who had joined the Qurayshi 
army. His master had told him that he could earn his freedom by 
killing Hamzah žá. Wahshi accomplished his task by throwing 
a spear which martyred the beloved uncle of Rasūlullāh 


The Muslims got the better of the Quraysh in the battlefield and 
the Quraysh started to flee. The Muslims became busy collecting 
the spoils left behind. Many of the archers also wanted to join in, 
as they thought that the battle had been won. 


Forty of the archers deserted their position and left the mound. 
Khalid ibn al-Walid X£Xiez oversaw a flank of the Qurayshi army. 
He saw his opportunity and launched a rear-guard action against 
the Muslims. He circled the mound and attacked the Muslims 
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from behind. During this manoeuvre, the Companions Adis; 
who were left guarding the mound were all martyred. 


There was now chaos and confusion amongst the Muslims ranks 
which resulted in the front and back of the Muslim army coming 
together. This culminated in casualties. 


Mus'ab ibn ‘Umayr zís, was the standard bearer for the Muslim 
army. He fought valiantly and was martyred on this day. He 
resembled Rasūlullāh zaik, so some people thought that 
Rasūlullāh Āzs4eāje had lost his life. 


The picture below shows the battlefield, and the yellow arrows 
show how the Qurayshi army circled the mound and attacked the 
Muslims from behind. 
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he mountain of Uhud consists of several peaks and valleys. 
It lies due north of Madinah and is very prominently 
visible on the landscape. 


As mentioned earlier, Rasūlullāh 3zs«íc5ji2 had placed his army 
in a strategic position to ensure the battle area was limited to a 
specific section, just south of the mountain. The mountain 
provided a natural barrier to stop any attack from other 
directions and the only other avenue had been protected by the 
archers on the mound, many of whom left their position due to 
thinking the Muslim army had won the battle. 
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bn Sa‘ad ai mentions that during this panic, fourteen 
Companions ise, stayed with Rasūlullāh dx;fežīfe. Seven 
were from the Muhājirūn and seven from the Ansar whose 


names are shown below: 


Muhājirūn 





The name of ‘Ali žak; is not mentioned here because after the 
martyrdom of Mus‘ab ibn ‘Umayr ās, he had been given the 
standard of the Muslim army by Rasūlullāh Acsacaiie and was 
busy in battle. 


At times, some of these Companions šāds would have to leave 
the side of Rasūlullāh dzese for some urgent need and then 
they would return right away. Therefore, there would be a 
different number of Companions ZZ with Rasūlullāh 
Acsa‘letii as mentioned in the various narrations in the books of 
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Hadīth. There is no conflict in these narrations as each 
Companion zás narrated what he had seen at that point in time. 


The Call of Rasūlullāh Āzzgājs 
Ex Si ds «de atl uo al zi 5 alo g val se

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Anas ibn Malik žá% narrates that Rasülullah dzs«dežī(» was left 
with only seven men from the Ansār and two men from the 
Quraysh. When the enemy overwhelmed him, Rasūlullāh 
dzsadežšīke said: "Who will turn them away from me and for him 
will be Jannah (paradise) or will be my Companion in paradise". 
A man from the Ansar came forward and fought (the enemy) 
until he was killed. This state continued until the seven Ansar 
were killed (one after the other).

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The Martyrdom of Ziyad ibn Sakan “acini; 

In Ibn Ishaq, it mentions, that Rasülullah Āzsdeāje said, ‘Who will 
sell himself for me?” Upon hearing this Ziyād ibn Sakan cds, 
and five other Ansar stood up and fought valiantly until one after 
the other, they all attained martyrdom. 


When Ziyad ibn Sakan kās collapsed from his wounds, 
Rasūlullāh zsa told the other Companions Ass to bring 
Ziyād #4 to him. He was brought to Rasülullah dzs«ešīje and 
Ziyad *:zāss placed his cheek on the blessed feet of Rasülullah 
Acsacleciik. It was in this position, that he left this world. 
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The Injuries of Rasūlullāh 22545 
a‘ad ibn Abū Waggās ží; had a brother called ‘Utbah ibn 
Abū Waggās. ‘Utbah was fighting on the side of the Quraysh 
that day. He saw an opportunity and threw a stone at 
Rasūlullāh iz; which hit his blessed face. As a result, 
Rasūlullāh dz34deāe lost one of his teeth and his bottom lip also 
became bloody. According to some reports, it was Rasülullah's 
dzs«dežši ie incisor which broke on that day. 


‘Abdullah ibn Qamr'ah was a famous Qurayshi wrestler who was 
also part of the enemy forces on that day. He attacked Rasūlullāh 
Acai with such force that Rasūlullāh's zafo cheek 
became bloody and two links from his chain mail pierced into his 
face. 


In Mujam Tabrani, Abū Umamah cdi; narrates that after 
injuring Rasūlullāh áz, “Abdullah ibn Qami'ah said: 


eased cpl Ul» was 
‘Take that and I am ibn Qami'ah' 


Rasülullah izs4dejtz replied: 
AS] Lal 
‘May Allah sn. disgrace and destroy you’ 
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A few days after this incident, a mountain goat attacked ibn 
Qami’ah and killed him with his horns. Thus, the supplication of 
Rasūlullāh Āzseājie was answered. 


‘Abdullah ibn Shihab Zuhri who would later embrace Islam, threw 
a stone which injured the blessed forehead of Rasūlullāh 
Acsa‘letii. When the blood started to flow onto his face, Malik ibn 
Sinan ží, the father of Abū Sa‘id al -Khudri žais, cleaned the 
face of Rasülullah iz;4eX. Rasūlullāh dzsafežšjie told Malik ibn 
Sinan zá that the fire of hell would not touch him. 


‘A’ishah Gadi; narrated from her father Abū Bakr &eXica that the 
two links of chain mail which had pierced the face of Rasūlullāh 
icale, were pulled out by Abū ‘Ubaydah ibn al-Jarrah Zeit 
using his own teeth. In doing so, Abū ‘Ubaydah ižsādss lost two of 
his teeth.

The Bravery of The Companions PENS 


Talhah īsās 
alhah ibn Ubaydullāh sā; was one of the early reverts to 
C eine He was also known as one of the ten Companions who 
e were promised paradise by Rasūlullāh dzzdeāje. On the 
day of Uhud, he displayed bravery and played a large part in 
protecting Rasülullah Āzzgtāje. 


Rasūlullāh zafi- was wearing two coats of armour and due to 
the weight of this and his injuries, he fell into a ditch which had 
been prepared by Abū ‘Amir. 


«Alī edule, took his hand and Talhah irás supported him by his 
waist and helped him back to his feet. Rasūlullāh Aces said 
"Whoever wishes to see a martyr who is living and walking about, 
they should look at Talhah XX". 





Rasūlullāh fdzs«dežšjķe then wished to 
climb up the mountain, but again, 

due to the weight of the armours, 

and his condition, he was helped by 

Talhah kās. He sat on the floor 

and Rasūlullāh Āzs4eāje put his foot 
on him and climbed up. 
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Zubayr ie mentions that at that time he heard Rasūlullāh 


Acs, saying that Talhah zań has made paradise obligatory 
on himself! 


In a Hadith narrated by Jabir zís, it mentions the bravery of 
Talhah zais: 
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Rasülullah Āzs4eāje said: "Who will face the people?” Talhah 
zeis said: "I will”. 

So Talhah sā; fought like the eleven before him, until his 
hand was struck, and his fingers were cut off, and he exclaimed 
in pain. Rasülullah Āzs«f( said: “If you had said Bismillah (in 

the Name of Allah), the Angels would have lifted you up with the 
people looking on.” 
Then Allāh 3553 drove back the idolators.

Part 18 - The Battle of Uhud (II) 


Qays ibn Abū Hazim “edi, says that he saw the hand of Talhah 
sā which he used to protect Rasūlullāh ġa% on the day 
of Uhud and it was completely useless. 


According to some narrations, Talhah “edi, received 35 or 39 
wounds on that day. In another narration it says more than 70 


wounds were seen on the body Talhah ižsāšs on the day of Uhud. 


Abū Bakr ží; used to say when recalling the day of Uhud: 





‘That day was all for Talhah žais 


On that day, the bravery of many of the Companions 







cis, was witnessed. Abu Talhah šk was a skilled 
archer. On that day he broke two or three bows. 
Whichever person would go past with a quiver, 
Rasūlullāh cs.e4ii would tell them to leave 
it for Abū Talhah zziz. 
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The Cave 
When Rasūlullāh 4=sdežšjie became injured on that day, he rested 
in a cave in the foothills of Uhud. You can see from the arrow 


below, the location of this cave which was north of the main 
battlefield. 





A closeup of the cave can be seen 
here. The opening of the cave faces 
due south, towards Masjid Nabwi. 
According to some reports, 
Rasūlullāh fzs4dešj was carried 


here on the back of Talhah šais. 
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Sa‘ad ibn Abū Waggās zāles; 

Sa‘ad ibn Abū Waggās sā was another 
skilled archer. Rasülullah dzs«dežšļie took 
all the arrows out of his guiver and gave them 








to Sa'ad edis. 


It is mentioned in Zarqani, that Hakim narrates on the day 
of Uhud, Sa‘ad adil; shot 1,000 arrows 


Abū Dujānah žais 

Abū Dujanah *sāģs also showed amazing bravery. He stood in 
front of Rasūlullāh Asai and positioned his back towards the 
enemy. The arrows kept on coming and landing on his back, yet 
he did not move at all due to the worry and concern that 
Rasūlullāh <csaeaii, would get injured. 


Qatadah žais 

Qatadah ibn al-Nu‘man zás had also placed himself in front of 
Rasūlullāh dzs«fežī le. One of the enemy arrows caused a severe 
injury to his eye making it pop out. Rasūlullāh jzj«iíex 
supplicated for him and placed the eye back in its place. As soon 
as this was done, his eyesight came back and was even better than 
before. 
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The False News 


us‘ab ibn ‘Umayr zás, the standard bearer for the 

Muslim army had been martyred. He resembled 

Rasūlullāh Āzs«feāie, so some people thought it was 
Rasūlullāh Āzs4eāje who had been killed. 


The false news of the demise of Rasūlullāh Āzs«eāje started to 
spread. Upon hearing this, some of the Muslims lost hope and sat 
down. They said, now that Rasūlullāh iz; has been 
martyred, what is point of fighting. 


The uncle of Anas ibn Malik ižsādšs, Anas ibn al-Nadr zeń, stood 
up and said, ‘O people, if Muhammad jzs«íc3ji» has been killed, 
The Lord of Muhammad izji i has not been killed. The cause 
for which Rasūlullāh iz; fought, you should also fight for 
the same cause.’ He said some more words and then threw himself 
into the thick of the battle until he also became martyred. 
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narrated that his uncle (Anas ibn al-Nadr) was absent 


Anas ES 
“I was absent from the first 


from the battle of Badr and he said, 
battle of the Prophet dzsdežifie, and if Allah should let me 
participate in (a battle) with the Prophet dzs«dežšjie, Allah will 
see how strongly I will fight.” So, he encountered the day of the 
battle of Uhud. The Muslims fled and he said, "O Allāh! I appeal 
to You to excuse me for what these people i.e., the Muslims have 
done, and I am clear from what the pagans have done.” Then he 
went forward with his sword and met Sa‘ad ibn Mu‘adh and 
asked him, “Where are you going, O Sa‘ad? Indeed, I detect the 
smell of Paradise before Uhud.” Then he proceeded on and was 
martyred. No one was able to recognize him till his sister 
recognized him by a mole on his body or by the tips of his 
fingers. He had over 80 wounds caused by stabbing, striking or 
shooting with arrows.

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Lost from View 

One of the main causes of concern for the Muslims, was that 
Rasūlullāh dzs«fežš le had been lost from their view. The first 
person to recognize Rasūlullāh Āzz44eāj was Ka‘ab ibn Malik 
kos. Rasūlullāh ássa was wearing a helmet and his blessed 
face was covered. 


Ka'ab ie mentions, that he saw the sparkling eyes of 
Rasūlullāh dzsdežšļie from under the helmet. At that time, he 
called out in a loud voice, ‘O Muslims, glad tidings for you, this is 
the Prophet iz; ete." 


Rasūlullāh Āzs«fēžījķe made a gesture with his hand to tell Ka‘ab 
zais to remain quiet. Even though Ka‘ab #4; did not make the 


call again, the Companions šā; had heard Ka‘ab Zea; words

and gathered around Rasūlullāh zafi 
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In Tabrani, it mentions that Ka‘ab ās narrated, after a while, 
Rasūlullāh fdzs«fežšī le gave him his armour and Rasülullah 
dcsdēšīl wore the armour of Ka‘ab xsi. The enemy, thinking 
Ka‘ab sā was Rasūlullāh dzsdežifie started to shoot arrows at 
him. Ka‘ab žžsāšs suffered more than 20 wounds that day. 


The Muslims now started to gather around Rasūlullāh dajexeaiie 
and proceeded to make their way up towards one of the valleys. 


Ubay ibn Khalaf 
At that time, one of the Qurayshi leaders, Ubay ibn Khalaf came 
charging on his horse. This horse was named ‘Aud and had been 
specially prepared for the purpose of 
harming Rasülullah dzsfeše. It had 

been fed corn daily and Ubay had told 

Rasūlullāh iz;Xx2 himself that he 
would kill him whilst riding this horse. 





When Rasūlullāh dzs«fežš heard this, he said Insha’Allah, he 
would put an end to Ubay. 


When Ubay came close to Rasūlullāh ársa, the Companions 


ci, sought permission to deal with him, but Rasūlullāh 
Acsi told them to let Ubay come closer. 
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As Ubay approached, Rasūlullāh Acseicaii took a spear from 
Harith ibn al-Simma šās and struck Ubay in the neck causing a 


slight scratch. Ubay turned back and started screaming, ‘I swear 
by Allah, Muhammad zsak has killed me.’ 


The people said to him, this is a little injury, not some grievous 
wound by the way you are shouting. Ubay told them that they did 
not know, Muhammad <cs.ceaiik> had said in Makkah that he 
would put an end to him. Only he knew the pain he was in caused 
by the wound. Ubay said ‘I swear by Allah, if this wound was 
shared out amongst the people of the Hijaz, then it would be 
enough for their destruction.’ 


On the way back to Makkah, he reached Magām Sarif where he 
passed away showing that the words of Rasülullah Āzz4deāje were 
true. 
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The Fighting Subsides 


hen Rasūlullāh iz; reached the valley, the 
fighting had stopped. He sat down and Alī xeXica 





brought some water with which he washed the blood 
off the blessed face of Rasülullah Jzs«íc3jtc» and poured some of it 
over his head. 


Rasülullah isset then performed Wudü* and after some time 
performed Zuhr Salah whilst sitting down. The Companions 
#24, also read behind him sitting down. 


A Masjid was built at this location called Masjid al-Fasah; however, 
only some of its remains are still present at the foot of the 


mountain. 
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The Desecration of the Martyrs 
The polytheists started to mutilate the bodies of the fallen 
martyrs. They cut off their ears and noses, ripped open their 
bellies and took out their organs. The women also joined the men 
in committing this heinous crime. 


In the battle of Badr, one of the Ourayshi leaders, Utbah ibn 
Rabi‘ah, had been killed by Hamzah sā. His daughter Hind, 
who was also the wife of Abū Sufyan, had come to Uhud with the 
Qurayshi army. She mutilated the fallen body of Hamzah žais, 
by ripping open his stomach and chest and taking out his liver. 
She then started to chew on in, but was unable to swallow it so 


spat it out. 


Hamzah <i had been 


ry 


speared by Wahshi. In 
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order to reward him for 
killing the person who 
killed her father “Utbah, 


Hind removed her 
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jewellery and gave it to him out of happiness. 


A necklace was made from the noses and ears of the martyrs 
which had been cut off, and she hung it around her neck. 


Later, during the time of the conquest of Makkah, Hind would 
embrace Islām. 
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Abū Sufyān's Call 
When the Ouraysh decided to return to Makkah, Abū Sufyān 
climbed onto a mountain and called: 


‘Is Muhammad (dxz«fēāšļ|e) still alive in you people?’ 
Rasūlullāh Āzs«feāļie instructed everyone not to answer. In this 


manner, Abū Sufyan called out three times, and each time he 
received no answer. 


After some time Abū Sufyan then called: 


öbs (3l cyl eal GI 
Ts the son of Abū Quhafah in you people?” 


By this he meant Abū Bakr kešs. Rasūlullāh dates again 
instructed the Companions šās not to answer. Abū Sufyān 
asked this question three times as well, but as before, no answer 
was received. Finally, Abū Sufyan called out: 


bd spl esa) 3 | 
‘Is the son of al-Khattāb alive in you people?’ 


By this he meant ‘Umar žá. Again, three times he called and 
three times he received no answer. 
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The Reply of Umar XXe 

When Abū Sufyan received no answer, he became happy and told 
his companions that all of these have been killed. If they were 
alive, then they would have answered. 


Upon hearing Abū Sufyan, ‘Umar sā could bear it no longer, 
he cried ‘O enemy of Allah, by Allah, you have lied. Allah has still 
kept for you what will cause to you despair.’ 


Abū Sufyān, then called out the name of one of their idols: 


je Jol Je Jel 


‘O Hubal, you have been elevated’ 


Rasūlullāh dzsdešīje then told ‘Umar xí to reply with the 
following: 


Jel de aul 


‘Allah is the most elevated and superior’ 


Abu Sufyān then replied: 


‘We have ‘Uzza’ (which was the name of another idol) and you 
don't have Uzzā” 
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Rasūlullāh zaseko then told ‘Umar žešāķs to reply with the 
following: 


‘Allah Jtēzālāzi is our Master, and you do not have a Master’ 


This means that honour is only with association with Allah 
desde. Associating with Uzza’ would be not be honourable but 


rather a means of dishonour. 
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The Promise 

Abū Sufyān then said that this day was in answer to the day of 
Badr, so they are now both egual. There are ups and down in 
battle. 


In a narration by Ibn ‘Abbas ieis, ‘Umar īsās replied, ‘We are 
not equal, our martyrs are in Heaven and your dead are in Hell.’ 


After a while Abu Sufyān asked ‘Umar ží to come closer. 
Rasūlullāh ássa told Umar edi; to go and see what he was 
saying. ‘Umar eks; went to him and Abū Sufyan said, ‘O ‘Umar 
zais, I am making you make an oath on Allāh, tell us the truth, 
have we killed Muhammad iz? 


‘Umar žais replied, ‘I swear by Allah, no, and indeed he is 
listening to your words at this moment in time.' 


Abū Sufyan then told Umar that he was more truthful to him than 
Ibn Oamīah and more pious. He then said that his people had 
mutilated the fallen Muslims. He took an oath on Allah 355 Xu 
and said that he was not happy with it, nor was he unhappy, he 
had not forbidden it neither had he ordered it. 


As he was leaving, Abü Sufyan made a promise that they would 
meet again the following year in Badr. Rasülullah íze then 
told someone to reply, 'Yes, it is a promise between us and you, if 
Allah wills.'. 
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After the Battle 


he Qurayshi army left and headed back towards Makkah. 

The Muslim women from Madinah came to see what the 

condition of the Muslim army was. Among them was the 
youngest daughter of Rasülullah zajko, Fatimah Gs. 
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Sahl casi narrates, when the helmet of Rasūlullāh Āzzežije 
had broken on his head and his face was bleeding and his front 
tooth had broken, ‘Ali Zeal, was bringing water in his shield, 
and Fatimah «eāģs was washing his face. When she saw that the 
blood was increasing more by the water, she took a mat and 
burnt it. She then took the ashes and placed them on his wound, 
and the blood stopped.

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Sa‘ad ibn Rabi‘ zeis, 

Rasūlullāh zaje sent Zayd ibn Thabit īsās to go and look 
for Sa‘ad ibn Rabi‘ sā; and said if you find him, convey my 
greetings to him, and say to him that Rasūlullāh dcsteaije has 
asked how you find yourself at this moment in time. 


Zayd ibn Thābit īsās found Sa‘ad ibn Rabi‘ zāgs; and he still had 
some life in him. He had seventy wounds on his body from arrows 
and swords. Zayd ibn Thābit žests conveyed Rasūlullāh 
dcgadēšīji» message to Sa‘ad ibn Rabī kešs. 


Sa‘ad ibn Rabi‘ zes replied and said, Peace be upon Rasūlullāh 
Acai and upon you as well. Say to him, O Rasūlullāh 
Acsi, at this time I am smelling the fragrance of Jannah.’ He 
said a few more words and his soul left his body. 


In another narration, it mentions that he said tell Rasūlullāh 
Acsactii that I am dying, convey my greetings and tell him may 
Allah 32624 give you a good return from myself and from the 
whole Ummah. 


Zayd ibn Thabit kešs returned to Rasülullah ýsa and told 
him about Sa‘ad ibn Rabi‘ kešīss. Rasülullah dzs«dešī(e said, ‘May 
Allah 35 XEZL have mercy upon him, he was loyal and well- 
wishing for Allah 35532, and His Messenger, in both his life and 
death’. 
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The search for Hamzah žais, 

Rasūlullāh dzs«feāje set out in search of his uncle and found 
Hamzah ižeās in the middle of the valley. His body had been 
mutilated and was in a bad state after what had been done to him. 


Upon seeing him, Rasūlullāh dziļie was filled with emotion. 
Jābir cai narrates that when Rasülullah dzsešje saw him, he 
started to cry profusely and said: 





‘On the Day of Judgement, with Allah, the king of all the martyrs 
will be Hamzah Xo" 
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‘Abdullah ibn Jahsh Xie 

In this battle, ‘Abdullah ibn Jahsh is; was also martyred. In 
Mu‘jame Tabrānī and Dalail Abū Nu‘aym, Sa‘ad ibn Abū Waggās 
zeis narrates that on the day of Uhud, before the fighting 
started, ‘Abdullah ibn Jahsh žá; called him to one side and said 
privately, ‘let us both go someplace alone and supplicate (to Allah 
dose) and say Amin to each other's supplications.’ 


Sa'ad zás mentions that we both went to one place and 
supplicated. Sa‘ad zás asked for victory over his enemy and 
‘Abdullah ibn Jahsh žais; asked for martyrdom. He also asked 
Allah 355532, that when I meet you and you ask me ‘O ‘Abdullah, 
how did your nose and ears get cut off’, then I will say, ‘O Allāh, in 
Yours and Your Messenger's path', and at that time You will say, 
you have said the truth. 


Sa‘ad ibn Abū Waggās äks mentions, that his supplication was 


better than mine. When I saw him in the evening, his nose and 
ears had been cut off. Allah 45sx had accepted both of their 
supplications. 
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The Martyrs 


Many other Companions Eze were also martyred on that day. 
“Abdullah ibn ‘Amr ibn Haram ží, the father of Jabir izafi 
was one of them, 
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Jabir ibn ‘Abdullah ží narrates that on the day of the battle 
of Uhud, my father was brought. He had been mutilated (in 
battle) and was placed in front of Rasūlullāh Āzs«dežje and a 


sheet was over him. I went intending to uncover my father, but 


my people forbade me. Again, I wanted to uncover him, but my

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people forbade me. Rasūlullāh Āzz«eājie gave his order and he 
was lifted away. At that time, he (Rasūlullāh zza) heard 
the voice of a crying woman and asked, “Who is this?” They said, 
"It is the daughter or the sister of Amr." He said, "Why does she 
cry, or (he said) don’t cry, for the angels had been shading him 
with their wings till he was lifted away”. 


The family of ‘Amr ibn al-Jumüh kzās. 

The brother-in-law of ‘Abdullah ibn ‘Amr ibn Haram sā, ‘Amr 
ibn al-Jumüh sā; was also martyred in this battle. He had been 
excused from battle due to being lame. He had four sons who were 
always present during the battles with Rasūlullāh Acjaeaij\e. 


When the time came for the battle of Uhud, he told his sons that 
he would also join them. His children told him that he was 
excused, and it would be better if he stayed at home. He "4 
went to Rasülullah dzs«$ and told him that he was ! 
being prevented by his sons to participate in the battle. 
Rasūlullāh —izjXi told him that it was not 


obligatory upon him to join them. Rasūlullāh 







Axes then addressed his sons, asking them what their issue 
was. Maybe Allah 3655322 would grant ‘Amr ibn al-Jumūh 
zeis martyrdom? 

‘Amr ibn al-Jumüh ksās left Madinah and turned towards the 
Qiblah and supplicated to Allah 355532. He said “O Allah, grant 
me martyrdom and do not make me return to my family". 
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‘Amr ibn al-Jumüh ās went out in the path of Allāh 35537. 
and attained martyrdom. 


The Burial 

Khallād īsās, the son of ‘Amr ží, was also martyred in this 
battle. Hindah Gaiss, the wife of “Amr šais, wanted to take her 
husband, son, and brother ‘Abdullah ibn ‘Amr ibn Haram žais, 
back to Madinah on the back of a camel, so they can be buried 
there. 


Each time she turned the camel towards Madinah, it would sit 
down, but if she turned it towards Uhud, it would hasten. Hindah 
edie went to Rasülullah ġrat 
and told him about this. Rasūlullāh 
Azsde asked her if ‘Amr kešs had 
said anything when he was leaving 








Madinah. She told him about his supplication 
and Rasülullah izj4Xi2 said, this was the 
reason the camel refused to go to Madinah. He 
also said that there are those people who if they take an oath on 
Allāh 35532, then Allah jj 3 EZL answers their supplication 
and among them was ‘Amr eiks. Verily, he had seen ‘Amr žais 
walking in Paradise with the same limp. 


‘Amr ibn al-Jumüh Ze and ‘Abdullah ibn ‘Amr ibn Haram 


zes, were both buried in the same grave near the mountain of 
Uhud. 
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Khaythamah žais, 

Khaythamah's žais son, Sa‘ad “edi; had been martyred in the 
battle of Badr. Khaythamah šās had drawn lots with his son 
over who would go to Badr. Sa‘ad’s īsā name was drawn, and 
he went, where he lost his life in the path of Allah 3553 2.. 


Khaythamah zs; mentioned that he saw his son in a dream. He 
had a beautiful handsome appearance and was going around the 
gardens and rivers in Jannah. He then said to him, ‘O Father, why 
don’t you come here as well? We can both live together in Jannah’. 


Khaythamah xá told Rasūlullāh cs.cexil that he had become 
old and his bones had become weak. He now wished that he could 
meet his Lord. He asked Rasūlullāh izj44Xi2 to supplicate to 
Allah 02624 on his behalf that he attains martyrdom and gets 
to meet his son Sa‘ad X<éii in Paradise. Rasūlullāh dzsešje 
supplicated for him and his prayer was answered. 
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Usayr Sedes; 

‘Amr ibn Thabit sā; who was also known as Usayr, had always 
remained away from Islam. When the day came for the battle of 
Uhud, he embraced Islam and arrived at the battlefield with sword 


in hand. 


He fought bravely against the enemy until he became injured and 
fell. When the Muslims saw him, they were astonished and asked 
him the reason for coming to the battle. Was it because of his 


inclination towards Islam or his patriotism? 


Usayr žais replied:

‘Rather, my desire for Islam, so I brought faith on Allah

He finished saying these words and then passed away. 


Abū Hurayrah ží used to ask, "Tell me which person reached 
Paradise without even praying one Salah?’. The answer was ‘Amr 


ibn Thabit xais.

ews of the battle reached Madīnah. The people in 
Madīnah were more concerned about the wellbeing of 
Rasūlullāh Āzs«feāje than even their own relatives. 





Saad ibn Abū Waggās sā; narrates that Rasūlullāh 
dzsdežīļie passed by one Ansari woman whose husband, brother 
and father had all been martyred in the battle. When she was 
informed of their martyrdom, she said, ‘First tell me, how is 


Rasūlullāh zatiko? 


The people said, "With Allāh's praise, he is well” The woman said, 
‘Show me his blessed face. When I see him with my eyes, I will be 
at peace. The people indicated towards Rasūlullāh íai- 
informing her that was him. When she saw Rasūlullāh iz;

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The Burial of the Martyrs 


n this battle, a total of seventy Companions EzX were 

martyred, most of whom were from the Ansar. The condition 

of the Muslims at the time was that they did not even have 
enough cloth for a proper shroud. 


The state of Mus‘ab ibn ‘Umayr 

zeis; was also the same. If his ii | 
shroud sheet covered his head, then ^ `~ 
his feet would become uncovered and 

if the feet were covered, then his head 


would become uncovered. 





They were finally told to cover his head with the sheet and cover 
his feet with a grass called idhkhir. Hamzah ží also had the 
same condition as mentioned in narrations from Tabrani and 
Mustadrak al-Hakim. 


Some Companions £zXiz didn't even have the privilege of their 
own shroud or grave. Two Companions žīds would be buried in 
the same shroud and two or three Companions edie, were 
buried in a single grave. 


Atthe time of burial, it was asked, who knew the most Qur'an from 
the deceased. Whoever was pointed out, they would be buried 
closest to the Qiblah in the grave. 
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The order was given that they be buried with their blood on their 
bodies and without being bathed. Some people intended that they 
would take the martyrs to Madīnah and bury them there, but 
Rasūlullāh iz; did not give them permission and 
commanded that they should be buried where they were 
martyred. 


Ifyou go to Uhud today, you can see where the martyrs are buried. 
There is a wall built around the graveyard and if you look inside, 
you can see the location of some of the graves. 
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May Allah 3; XL accept the sacrifices of the Companions 
PENS.

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Summary 


he Battle of Uhud had begun with the Muslims 

overpowering the Quraysh with the latter fleeing the 

battlefield. Many of the archers who had been positioned 
on a small mound thought victory had arrived and abandoned 
their post. The rear of the Muslim army was now vulnerable, and 
the Quraysh took advantage of the opportunity. 


The rear of the Muslim army met the front and confusion spread 
amongst them. The standard bearer of the Muslims, Mus‘ab ibn 
‘Umayr žais was martyred. Due to his resemblance to Rasūlullāh 
Acsa‘lctii, some Muslims thought he had been killed causing 
them to become disheartened. 


However, Rasūlullāh iz; was still alive and as soon as the 
Companions Ez found out, they rallied around. Rasūlullāh 
Azxgde jy» was protected by his Companions AA, many of 
whom were martyred on that day. They would put themselves in 
between Rasūlullāh zafo and the enemy, shielding him as 
best they could. 


Rasūlullāh dz, also sustained many injuries that day. He 


lost a tooth; his cheek was pierced by two links from his chain mail 
and his blessed forehead was also injured. 
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The Muslim army moved itself into one of the valleys of Uhud, out 
of sight of the Ouraysh. Some people from the Ourayshi army 
then desecrated the fallen martyrs. 


Abu Sufyān called out to the Muslims, asking whether Rasūlullāh 
dcsadetījiewas still alive, whether Abū Bakr Ze; was still alive 
and whether ‘Umar žžsāāiss was still alive. He received no answer 
until ‘Umar ží called out to him. Abū Sufyan made a promise 
that they would meet again the following year in Badr. 


The martyrs of Uhud totalled seventy. There were buried in Uhud 
without being given a bath. Some did not even have enough cloth 
to cover their bodies. Some graves had two or three Companions 
Hess in them. 


The battle of Uhud is full of examples of bravery and selflessness 
from the Companions of Rasūlullāh dzs«fežī ie. Against all odds, 
they were winning the battle, however an error in judgment 
proved to be decisive. The Quraysh had defeated the Muslims that 
day but had not completed all their objectives. The Muslims would 
live to fight another day . 
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
